Fed Reduces Discount Rate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Th e 
Federal Reserve Board, putting 
anoth er twist in th e downward 
spiral 
of 
interest 
costs, 
h as 
dropped th e discount rate for 
th e th ird tim e in less th an 90 
day s. 
Th e board Th ursday approved 
a 
reduction 
of 
th e 
discount 
ch arged most m em ber reserve 
banks from 5 ^ per cent to 
per cent, th e lowest since mid- 
1968. Th e drop also indicates a 
ch ange in th e pattern usually 
followed 
in 
discount-interest 
rate ch anges. 
In th e past, th e board h as tak­ 
en th e lead over lenders and 
dropped th e discount rate to 
loosen money m arkets. Member 
banks generally reacted by cut­ 
ting th eir prim e rate—th e inter­ 
est th ey ch arge th eir biggest 
and best custom ers. 
But, Th ursday , th e discount 
rate slash cam e after m ajor 
banks across th e nation reduced 
prim e rates th is week from 6 3-4 
per cent to 6% per cent. 
Th e prime rate is a bellweath - 
er for oth er, more consum er-re­ 
lated rates. Wh en it falls, inter­ 
est rates for personal 
loans, 
h ome m ortgage loans and car 
loans generally also drop. 
Many 
banks

rates th is week announced re­ 
ductions in th e consum er loan 
rates at th e sam e tim e. Ch emi­ 
cal Bank of New York, for in­ 
stance, reduced consum er loan 
rates by an average of more 
th an Vi per cent.

President Nix on was imp ressive generally in re­ 
sp onding 
o ques ions from television rep resenta­ 
tives Monday night in an informal meeting at the 
White House. 
He fielded queries on a number of top ics and 
stated his p osition firmly and op timistically . 
The one glaring weakness in the President’s p re­ 
sentation came in his discourse on the nation's 
economic condi ion and outlook. 


SADLY LACKING was any evidence to sup p ort 
the contention that inflation would wane, business 
p ick up and unemp loy ment decrease as the months 
of 1971 unfold An even grea er imp rovement was 
oredicted for 1972. 
Confidence was me ¡tioned by the President as 
one of the p rerequisites for a business up turn and 
p erhap s this is what he was try ing to insp ire with

his rosier-than-realistic summation. 
We would have p referred a more hard-nosed look 
at inflation factors instead of adherence to a line 
of thinking that reminds us of the Hoover adminis­ 
trato r motto that p rosp erity is just around the cor­ 
ner. 
Still eschewing the use of wage and p rice con­ 
trols, Mr. Nix on said he is rely ing on other means 
y stimulating the economy while cooling the rate 
of inflation. 
Our economic thinking admittedly is not as so- 
p r.isticated as that of the President’s advisers, but 
the administration’s p olicy seems a contradiction 
in itself. 
An even greater p oint of consternation is Mr. 
Nix on's refusal to hit hard at ex orbitant wage in- 
ci eases which s the hghly volatle fuel that feeds 
the inflation conflagration. 


SINCE NO UNION has indicated it will take the 
lead in seeking reasonable contract settlements, 
i< seems that p residen ial p ressure is the logical 
lever to attemp t *o restore wage sanity . That fail­ 
ing, the time would be at hand for imp osition of 
controls.

The my stery surrounding a hoard of money found 
in the estate of a former Democratic state official 
has caused quite a stir in Illinois. 
Last week 'he ex ecutor of the estate of the late 
Secretary of State Paul Powell, who died Oct. 10 
in Rochester, Minn., rep orted finding more than 
$800.000 crammed into shoe box es, envelop es and 
strongbox es in his Sp ringfield hotel sui'e and his 
office. 
This week, Atty . Gen. William Scott announced 
that a new hoard of cash and easily negotiable se- 
corities to aling $700,000 was found in an undis­ 
closed suite in a suburban area. 
Atty Gen. Scott and Gov. Richard Ogilvie, both 
Rep ublicans, immediately launched into an inves­ 
tigation to determine the source of the unex p lained 
fortune. 
The susp icion is, of course, that the vast sums 


uncovered in such unlikely p laces and concealed 
m such strange fashion have some association with 
the conduct of his p ublic office, although the inves- 
tiga'ion has not advanced to the p oint of establish­ 
ing any such connection. 
Certainly secretary of state is not 
an 
office 
through which vast sums of money move. Ap p ro­ 
p riations to op erate the office would normally be 
under careful scrutiny and could not be diverted 
in a dimension of $1.5 million. 
If the secretary of state is in charge of election 
machinery in Illinois, as he is in Ohio, ex p ansive 
new areas for investigation would be op ened. 
It will be interesting to see how deep ly the p robe 
will go and how much can be uncovered with the 
top p rosp ect for interrogation deceased. 


Towa rd a More J us t World? 


W’hat justifiable significance can be attached to 
the clemency decisions reached in the Soviet Un­ 
ion and Sp ain? 
Gen. Franco’s commutation of the death senten­ 
ces handed six Basque nationalists, it can be ar­ 
gued. stemmed from p olitical considerations as 
much as humane interests. 
It is believed that had the death p enalties re­ 
mained unchanged, Gen. Franco would have had 
immediate revolutionary troubles to deal with. 


SPARING THE SIX convicted of the murder of 
a chief of the p olitical p olice eased the tension and 
gave the Sp anish government more time to deal 
with Basque unrest. 
Gen. Franco was under p ressure from the inter­ 
national community to stay the ex ecutions. 
The most world op inion p ressure, however, was 
diree'ed at the Soviet Union where a Leningrad 
court stretched an attemp ted p lane hijacking case 
into the death sentences. 
Undoubtedly the move by Gen. Franco p ut even 
more p ressure on the Soviet Union to grant clem­ 
ency to the two men con vie‘ed of treason. 
The 
Sp anish case involved a death while the Soviets 
were dealing with consp iracy . 
Even with the death p enal'y lifted, the two Rus­ 
sians face 15-y ear jail terms under try ing condi­ 
tions. esp ecially Edward Kuznetsoy who is consid­ 
ered the leader of the group which was try ing to 
leave the Soviet Union. He will be p laced on a sub­ 


sistence diet and will have only one visitor a y ear. 
Evaluating all the factors in the two dissimilar 
cases, it still ap p ears that an outraged cry for jus­ 
tice from the world at large makes an imp ression 
up on governments—even those that are severely 
authoritarian. 
This strengthens the world community concep t 
embodied in the United Nations. 
Ideally , of course, each nation would administer 
its laws fairly and without interference from other 
countries. 
Perhap s those two cases will serve as a remind­ 
er to any leadership that may in the future be 
temp ted to use law in a manner that goes bey ond 
reasonable p unishment for a sp ecific crime. 


WORTHY OF NOTE also is the fact that neither 
the Soviet Union nor Sp ain was p etitioned to grant 
amnesty —the request was for justice. 
This reaffirms the belief in rule by law which is 
the cornerstone of an orderly society . 
If this sup p ort for law and justice remains strong 
around the globe, we will have taken a large stride 
toward a better world.

This occurred in 
South Korea, where a consid­ 
erable number of our troop s 
have been stationed ever since 
the armistice became effective 
in 1953. 
When the outside world reads 
about 
uie student demonstra­ 
tions and hostility toward Am­ 
ericans, it is assumed that this 
rep resents p ublic op inion inside 
South Vietnam and that the aid 
of the United States is no longer 
ap nreciated. Nothing could be 
more inaccurate. Yet the Com­ 
munist p rop aganda bureaus in 
nearly every country are able 
to p roduce articulate detectors 
or deserters and 
to fool the 
p ress when terrorism and viol­ 
ence breaks out. What is need­ 
ed even inside the United States 
is not less but more workers 
gathering intelligence, whether 
it be under the military or other 
dep artments. 


ANYBODY WHO HAS follow­ 
ed closely what hap p ened in 
this country during World War 
I or World War II or the Kor­ 
ean War — when the American 
p eop le and members of Con­ 
gress gave their wholehearted 
sup p ort to the troop s fighting at 
the front — is bound to be dis­ 
may ed by the fact that the arm ­ 
ed services have been treated 
so ungraciously during the Viet­ 
nam War. Not only have no step s 
been taken to p revent anti war 
demonstrations inside the Uni­ 
ted States that indicate to the 
enemy the American p eop le are 
not sup p orting their government, 
but sp ee hes against the war 
are delivered frequently in Con­ 
gress. A coup le decades 
ago 
this would have been regarded 
as treasonable. 
Unquestionably , the Commun­ 
ists have taken advantage of 
this internal p aradox in Amer­ 
ica. Since the dissenters are a 
minority , it is amazing that so 
much is p ermitted to be said 
with so little rebuttal. As Am­ 
erican troop s in Vietnam read 
the news from this country , they 
wonder whether they are fight­ 
ing with the backing of the p eo­ 
p le at home. 
What better “aid and comfort” 
can the enemy be given than 
to read the p ublic sp eeches of 
some members of Congress and 
other p rominent Americans de­ 
nouncing — largely for p olitical 
reasons — their own government 
and telling our troop s they are 
p articip ating 
in 
an 
“illegal” 
war? The Communists are re­ 
ceiving p lenty of material to 
wage their p rop aganda battle 
against us

Institute Graduates First 


Court Administrators Class

DENVER (AP) - When the 
11 U.S. Circu it Cou rts begin 
searching for recently au thor­ 
ized administrators, there will 
be a place to find persons spe­ 
cially trained for the job—the 
Institu te for Cou rt Management. 
The institu te, established last 
y ear u nder a $75 0,000 Ford 
Fou ndaion grant, gradu ated its 
first class of 31 in December. 
Among the first alu mni are 
W. Way ne Bru ckner, now Mis­ 
sou ri’s first state cou rt adminis­ 
trator, and Andrew Talley , cu r­ 
rently Su perior Cou rt adminis­ 
trator for the State of Delaware. 
James Thomas, assistant ex ­ 
ecu tiv e director of the institu te, 
said creation of the federal 
cou rt 
administrativ e position, 
approv ed by President Nix on 
Tu esday , “is what we ex pect­ 
ed.” 
“We knew this was in the 
wind,” he said. “We hope to be 
able to fu lfill the need and I 
think we can.” 
The institu te is backed by the 
American Ju dicatu re Society , 
the Institu te for Ju dicial Admin­ 
istration and the American Bar

It also is directly associated 
with the Univ ersity of Denv er 
Law School, which opened its 
own cou rse in ju dicial adminis­ 
tration this fall with eight post­ 
gradu ate stu dents 
The institu te’s nondegree pro­ 
gram cov ers 26 weeks, ranging 
from cou rt organization, ju di­ 
cial responsibility and personnel 
management to financial man­ 
agement in gov ernment, opera­ 
tions research and legal meth­ 
od. 
“We hav e hopes,” said Dean 
Robert Yegge of the law school 
“that the institu te program can 
ev olv e into a master’s degree in 
ju dicial management. We’re ex ­ 
perimenting on the degree pro­ 
gram this y ear on a small scale 
with eight stu dents.” 
The institu te’s program in­ 
clu des nine weeks in class, a 
two-week 
seminar, 
then 
15 
weeks in Denv er-area cou rts, 
where stu dents observ e ju ries, 
the cou rt calendar process, sen­ 
tencing, and operations of the 
pu blic defender. 
Thomas noted that 35 states 
and some 5 0 mu nicipalités al­ 
ready hav e fu ll-time cou rt ad­ 
ministrators. 
“The large mu nicipal cou rts 
are ju st cry ing for people who 
know how to ru n the ju dicial 
sy stem,” Yegge said. “And the 
v olu me in traffic and other 
‘cash register’ cou rts is fantas­ 
tic. That really needs some ex ­ 
pert management skills.” 
Yegge added that cou rt ad­ 
ministrativ e positions pay “ex ­ 
tremely 
well.” 
The 
federal 
cou rt administrators ju st au ­ 
thorized may draw u p to $36,000 
annu ally .

Russians Pouring Military 


Supplies Into Arab Nations

least six Soviet cargo ships have 
delivered jet fighters and other 
military hardware to Egypt and 
Syria within the last IO days, 
Pentagon sources say.

about 20 crated aircraft, includ­ 
ing MIG21’s, SU7 and helicop­ 
ters. Also spotted on deck were 
cases believed containing spare 
parts and other m ateriel. 
The vessels, observed by U. S. 
reconnaissance planes, unload­ 
ed cargo at Latakia, a port in 
northern Syria, and in Alexan- 
dri, a major Egyptian port.

Zoning For Rural 


Area Is Stressed

Zoning is one of the best tools 
that local officials and rural 
residents have for building bet­ 
ter communities and preserv­ 
ing or improving the envirwi- 
ment around them, says John 
B. Mitchell, extension specialist 
in rural sociology, Ohio State 
University. 
During 
the 
past 
year, 
30 
townships throughout Ohio took 
action on rural zoning resolu­ 
tions in special, primary, and 
general elections. Thirteen towr> 
ships approving zoning by a ma­ 
jority vote were Shawnee in Al­ 
len County; 
Moulton in Aug­ 
laize; Pike in Clark; Marlboro 
in Delaware; Richland in Fair­ 
field; Madison in Highland; Le­ 
roy in 
Lake; 
Benmington 
in 
Licking; 
Harding 
in 
Lucas; 
Clairdon and Pleasant in Ma­ 
rion; Rootstown in Portage and 
Pulaski in Williams. 
Well over one-third of Ohio’s 
1,300 townships have approved 
rural zoning, says Mitchell. 
A major objective of rural 
zoning is to put land to use for 
which it is best suited. Other 
objectives 
are 
protection 
of 
property values, promotion of 
public health, and orderly de­ 
velopment of the community. 
Zoning divides a township or 
county into districts for the pur­ 
pose of establishing types of 
land use, density of population, 
and height of buildings within 
each zone. 
Mitchell points out that proper 
planning 
provides 
for proper 
growth of 
a 
community 
and 
greatly aids citizens in guiding 
the future of their community. 
If you live outside municipal 
boundaries, it’s up to you and 
the officials of your township or 
county government to decide 
whether or not you want rural 
zoning.
